Several community 
members are searching for 
a home for this family to 
rent, but according to Mrs. 
Hudson, they family had a 
strong lead and should be 
moving into a home as early 
as this week. At the present 
time, they are staying at a 
hotel, being paid for by 
Partnership Housing, Inc.

abortion to have a face-to- 
face meeting with the doc¬ 
tor performing the abortion. 
Heroin: Senate Bill 5 tack¬ 
les Kentucky’s heroin prob¬ 
lem using a three-pronged 
approach - treatment, edu¬ 
cation and intervention. 

This week we heard Gov¬ 
ernor’s State of the Com¬ 
monwealth address which 
premiered his main legis¬ 
lative initiatives. Some in¬ 
cluded increases in educa¬ 
tion funding, tax reform, 
and expanded gambling. 
As many know, increases 
in any funding will be dif¬ 
ficult with the slow growth 
in revenue not matching 
the needs and requests for 
money throughout the state. 

Also, the Senate 
saw over 65 bills filed this 
week. There will be many 
needs identified in Ken¬ 
tucky, and ideas intended to 
make the state a better place 
to live. But as you know, re¬ 
sources are few. As a legis¬ 
lative body, we will work to 
make sure the critical needs 
of Kentucky are met, while 
staying accountable to the 
people of Kentucky with 
responsible legislation and 
budgeting.
